Six Men Aprested and War ‘Bug, 
Valued at $25,000, and 200 ~ 
Cases of Liquor Seized. 


War Bug played hide and seek with the 
crew of a Coast Guard vessel for two 
hours before dawn ‘yesterday in a thick 
fog in the lower bay. It was not until 
more than one hundred. bullets fired by 
the pursuers from rifles had penetrated 
the fleeing craft that those aboard were 
200 cases of whisky con- 
fiseated. 

The War Bug, painted gray for con- 
cealment, was said to be one of. the most 
expensive vessels of the kind thus far 
confiscated by the Government patrol. 
She was discovered. shortly before 2 
o'clock in the morning by coast guard 


j officers under Captain Tilton, operating 


from the Sandy Hook Station.: The ves- 
sel was running at full Speed without 
lights. She was then two miles off At- 
lantic Highlands. Before a bullet put 
the two Liberty motors on the War Bug 
out of commission she led the Govern- 
ment» officials a forty-five-mile chase. 

The first leg of the chase led into 
the lower bay, where, concealed by 
the fog, the rum-runner managed to 
‘double back to sea and lost the coast 
guard men for a short time. Even- 
tually the roar of her two motors 
again was picked up by the coast 
guard. and the pursuit was renewed 
and shots were fired at the fugitives. 

When the’ War Bug had raced back 
and forth for two hours, seeking a 
haven, her engines went dead. The 
pursuers then drew up to the craft and 
boarded © her. 

When the War Bug was later taken 
to the Coast Guard landing at the Bat- 
tery, experts said that she as worth at 
least $25,000.. The Customs House 
records revealed that Albert Drew, who 
gave the Commodore Hotel as his ad- 
dress, was registered as the owner of 
the craft since 1923.

INTERNATIONAL OPIUM 
CONFERENCES. 

** We have refused,”’ said President 
Coo.tings. in his speech of acceptance, 
“to ratify the Covenant of the League 
“of Nations. But we have cooperated 
‘* with it to suppress the narcotic 
‘* trade and to promote public health.” 
We have declined to sit in open con- 
vention with the other nations of the 
earth in an effort to prevent world 
disaster, but we have cooperated with 
it, or at any rate appointed a delega- 
tion to sit in conference with one of 
its subcommittees that is trying’ to 
prevent the noxious use of opium: and 
derivative or related narcotics. It is 
insisted, and properly, by our repre- 
sentatives, under the aggressive chair- 
manship of Congressman PorTER, who 
is also Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, that we 
cannot ‘build a wall high enough or 
thick enough or deep enough to keep 


out these harmful drugs from other 


parts of the world. But we are s0 
linked up. with the rest of the world 
that we find it necessary to’cooperate 
with other nations to prevent the 
raising of poppies in Persia or in Tur- 
key or elsewhere. 


It is not-enough that we should pass 


stringent laws against the importation 


ofthe evaporated juice of these som- 
niferous flowers which, as'Ds QuINCEY 
said, have the keys of Paradise. We 
must go out into the fields of the Far 
East and root out these baneful 
piants. That is our only sure protec- 
tion, One might call the attention-of 
the Chairman of: the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs to the fact that this 
is the very thing, in kind, that the 
League of Natidhs aims to do: with 
respect to the cduses of war, which 
grow unchecked in certain parts of the 
world, nearer than the Far Hast and 
mote menacing than all the poppy 
plants..on earth.

Consolidation Effected Under the 
Tarafa Bill After a Year's |

After more than a year of controversy, 
into which both the representatives of 
the Government of the United States
